At the Magistracy on the 5th inst. two oxciss 
officars were charged with assaulting a native 
constable on the Jat inat.° ‘The evidonce showed 
the offence to have besn of a particularly un- 
provoked and brutal character. The complain- 
ant was standing on To Kee’s wharf when 
Lone of the defendants came and accused him 
of baving in bia possession illicit opinm. Com- 
plainast replied that he was a constable and 
fold them ‘that if they wanted to search him 
they mast do so at ths Police Station. Thora- 
apon the firat defendant struck him heavily and 
hig companion took bold of him by hia quews, 
Thoy thon all went:to the etetion beating the 
unfortunate fellow on the way. Arrived thers 
the Inspector in charge found the injuries of 
the constable so severe that ho had tobs ramoved 
to the Hospital suffering from 9 ‘broken’ rib. 
He had no opinm upon him. Mr. Wise sont 
one offlcer to gaol for three weeks and fined hia 
companion $5 or 14 days. - : ; 
‘Lhe Danish steamar Aoiiv, whiok arrived bore 
from Kebao on the 7th inst., broughtona inl 
eargo of coal from the Kobao mines, consigned 
to Mr. A. R. Marty. This is tne first ahipment 
from those mines ‘to this port, and ‘the coal, 
according to resuita obtained from several trials 
by roach exports, has besa found to. ba equal 
to the best Japan coal.
